Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record fails to teach or reasonably suggest medical device system having one or more 
electrodes or sensors for operable engagement with a cardiac tissue of a patient for 
cardiac monitoring and/or cardiac stimulation, an implantable drug delivery module 
which comprises a plurality of reservoirs having a release system contained in each of 
the reservoirs with a plurality of discrete electrically conductive reservoir caps having 
electrical input lead and an electrical output lead which are in direct physical and

electrical connection to at least one of said reservoir caps for disintegrating one or more 
of the reservoir caps by electrothermal ablation to release at least one drug from one or 
more of the reservoirs, and at least one microcontroller for controlling operational 
interaction of the drug delivery module and the cardiac electrode or sensor, in 
combination with the other elements in the claims.
